thin almost always fatal use 
of kero- 


sene, yet accidents 
arising from it are 


occurring almost every day. 


The danger that threateus 
Los 
An- 


geles from the river is Imminent and 
serious. 
The annual deposit of sand is 


raising the bed 
above 
some 
of our 


principal streets 
where valuable 
and 


costly improvements 
have been made. 


The cupidity of proprietors 
along 
its 


banks has induced them from year to 
year to extend their 
limits 
into 
the 


natural 
bed, 
antl 
by planling 
wil- 


low 
fences 
they 
have 
offered 


obstruction 
to 
the 
passage 
of 


the Hoods in Winter. 
The Indifference 


and neglect of the 
various 
Councils

A Bill to Liaense 
Gambling. 


It is stated thut a hill will be intro- 


duced In the Legislature 
this 
Winter 


to 1iecnsegambling. 
The chief, 
and 


we be!love the only argument 
used iv 


support al the proposition is that 
leg- 


islation 
cannot 
suppress 
gambling 


and therelore the State 
may 
as 
well 


derive a revenue from a vice 
that the 


most stringent statutes 
have failed to 


eradicate. 
This argument 
is not new 


but itis not tenable and can 
be easily 


overthrown. 
It must 
be admitted 


that gambling is a practice from which 
only evil can result. 
The few live by 


it at the expense of the many. 
Tf we 


leave tbe moral view of the 
case 
en- 


tirely out of sigb'-we have beside 
suf- 


ficient to show frrat the State 
cannot 


afford to accept pay for permission 
to 


fleece her people. 
The licensed- 
gam- 


bling house has a guarantee from 
the 


government to conduct and maintain, 
without 
let or hindrance, 
games 
at 


which the unwary and 
inexperienced 


may be induced to lose 
their 
money. 


In such a house the officers of the law 
have no right to interpose bet ween tbe 
practiced 
manipulator ofcards and the 


novice who has no morechance to win 
than he has to overthrow a mountain. 
It might, with some show of consist- 
ency, 
be urged that ifgambling should 


be licensed because it cannot 
be 
sup- 


pressed, 
the same privilege may be ex- 


tended to burglary 
and 
other 
habits 


which 
cannot 
be 
eradicated. 
.Men 


will gamble. 
It is a part oftheir 
na- 


ture, but It is a bad habit that cannot 
with safety to the morality and 
hap- 


piness of the community 
be 
encour- 


aged by the commonwealth. 
It might 


be said in favor of license that, as men 
uy will gamble, it is better to indulge 
their weakness 
in regularly 
licensed, 


orderly houses, 
than iv low dens 
and 


hidden places where they are liable to 
be both 
drugged 
and 
robbed. 
Rut 


this may be answered by the argument 
that gambling willnot become so gen- 
eral where those who desire to engago 
in it must 
seek 
secret 
places 
as 
it 


would, ifpracticed openly under sanc- 
tion of law. 
A bill to 
license 
gam- 


bling may be introduced 
in the Leg- 


islature, but there is no danger that it 
willever become 
law. 
We doubt if 


the mumber can be 
found 
who will 


venture lo introduce such a bill. 


The Methodist Churches. 


The question in often asked why the 


two Methodist Churches 
tin not form 


a union and DOOM together. 
The dis- 


cipline 
is 
the 
same, 
the articles of 


faith the same, 
anil the church gov- 


ernment 
anil 
moile 
of worship 
are 


identical. 
Now that 
the original 


cause of the division of the church has 
passed 
away, 
there 
seems 
to 
be 


no reason 
why the 
two branches 


should not be reconciled and dwell to- 
gether 
In unity. 
If, 
as 
some 
say, 


"the territory 
is too large and the 


great 
body too numerous 
to be con- 


trolled 
by one general 
conference," 


there is no reason 
why they could not 


form a general 
conference 
.North and 


oue South, and, if ueed be, form a Pa- 
cirie CJeneral 
Conference. 
These gen- 


eral divisions could 
form an alliance 


and 
thus 
become 
a 
unit. 
Transfers 


Could 
be made 
from one 
division to 


another 
to suit the 
convenience 
of 


ministers 
and 
members. 
To an out- 


sider there seems to be many reasons 
why this should 
be done. 
"In union 


there is strength," " United we stand, 
divided 
we fall," are 
old adages 
of 


great significance, 
but these are ouly 


human expressions of a divine truth? 
"A house divided against itself cannot 
stand." 
The churches 
may object and 


say they are not Divided against each 
other, but 
are 
only working under 


separate 
organizations to accomplish 


the same 
end. 
How much unity of 


spirit there may be we have no means 
of knowing. 
The 
laity of the two 


churches in this city are social, pleas- 
ant, visit each 
other and 
seem 
to be 


happy together, and 
we imagine they 


could all be gathered into one fold and 
worship together in the bonds of peace 
and Christian 
fellowship. 
The 
mis- 


sion 
of 
Christ was to reconcile 
tho 


world unto Himself, and surely if these 
members, 
having the same faith and 


same church 
government, 
are recon- 


ciled to Christ and have His spirit, 
they must of necessity be reconciled to 
each 
other. 
Again, while the world 


is beginning 
to acknowledge 
the ne- 


cessity 
for 
the 
establishment 
of 


churches 
of dillerent forms of church 


government 
antl differing iv some 


minor 
points 
of doctrine, 
so 
that 


every man may find a church to suit 
his own views 
anil thus be left with- 


out excuse, they can 
see 
no necessity 


for the division of a church holding 
tho 
same 
form of government and 


teaching precisely the same doctrines. 
However potent the reasons may have 
been on the Eastern 
side ol* this routi- 


lient when sectional 
bitterness 
made 


the anti-slavery 
party intolerant and 


the pro-slavery 
party stubborn, these 


things have 
passed 
away 
there, and 


never have 
influenced 
tho people 
on 


this coast to any great extent, aud we 
shall be glad to see all traces of this 
old feud forever 
banished 
from the 


minds and hearts of all the American 
people, saint 
and 
siuner. 
The Meth- 


odist church 
was the first organiza- 


tion on the continent that was severed 
by this old 
disruptive 
spirit, after 


which many other organizations were 
severed, 
and 
the 
government 
itself 


was shakeu 
to its center 
by it. 
The 


government 
and 
all other organisa- 


tions now stand intact,with a stronger 
bond of union thau ever before, while 
the Methodist church alone still pre- 
sents 
the sad 
spectacle 
of a severed 


body. 
We do not believe the 
mem- 


bership of the two divisions are 
seri- 


ously divided, and if their voice could 
bo Beard 
au overwhelming majority 


would say, " Let us be one people." 
Then we must throw the blame of this 
continued division where it justly be- 
longs?upon 
tbe shoulders of the min- 


istry. 
And let us say to those 
good 


men that they are doing the cause 
of 


their Master, and the government un. 
der which they live, great 
harm by 


keeping 
up 
a strife between 
their 


brethren, which they could 
so easily 


heal 
by coming 
together with the 


spirit of their Master 
and settle all 


those disturbing elements. 
We hope 


the end of this century will not find a 
divided organization 
on this 
conti- 


nent. 
There 
are 
a score 
of min- 


isters on this coast being starved 
to 


death by this division. In every little 
town 
there 
are 
two little churches, 


two poor congregations and two half- 
starved ministers, ami it is so all over 
the country. 
Outsiders 
do not fancy 


a uuion with such 
churches. 
These 


things 
ought 
not so to be. 
Bishop 


Kavanai.oh, of tbe .southern church, 
is now in thin cily, aud 
we ure 
in- 


formed that he will preach a Thanks- 
giving sermon 
in Trinity church 
on 


to-day 
at 
II o'clock 
A. 
M. 
The 


Bishop is beloved 
by all who know 


him ?North 
and 
South, 
East 
and 


West. 
It would be pleasant to see all 


the Methodists 
of tbe city, together 


with all the christians and nil the sin- 
ners, meet and worship together 
un 


that occasion. 
Let the great 
union 


begin here, on the Southwest 
corner 


of.tho continent.

that unfortunate officer", stall' at 


Ball's lllutr, when; he was taken pris- 
oner 
and 
sent to Libby Prison. 
He 


was 
afterwards 
exchanged, 
and 
to- 


wards the close of the war was Provost 
?Marshal 
of Philadelphia, 
where ho did 


good service 
by his 
administrative 


ability. 
The 
deceased 
was 
born In 


Philadelphia 
and 
was a relative 
of 


HillKerns, late High Sheriff of that 
county. 
His father 
and 
mother are 


dead and he 
leaves 
one brother, who 


is now at sea. 
Major Kerns 
always 


expressed 
a wish to be buried withhis 


father and mother in the old cemetery 
in Philadelphia, 
and, 
us 
his life was 


insured 
for 
$f),(XX), we presume 
his 


wish, 
expressed 
while in health, will 


be carried out.
